onths only 171 did not show any vio- 
nt poison reaction. The regular rou- 
ine in the county hospital is to put 
ll these cases immediately in the poi- 
on ward and proceed to wash the 
tomach. In the deadly moonshine Dr. 
^eCount finds such poisons as wood 
lcohol. bichloride of mercury, car­ 
one acid, lysol, formaldehyde, chloral 
cetanilid, gasoline, chloroform, c a o ­ 
ine, ther, kerosene, turpentine, j a ­ 
maica ginger, lemon extract, zinc, a r ­ 
senic and acetone.

The subject is one of vital interest to 
the National Society Sons of Hie Amer­ 
ican Revolution and is a subject also 
I in w hich I have been personally inter­ 
ested for several years.

sume to call your attention to the 
things which I think are important to 
be borne in mind in the censorship of 
these school hooks?

From my point

gle of the ages. 
Great Britain has 
ever been relatively so powerful eith­ 
er before or since as she was at the 
ime of the American Revolution. The 
pirit of our forefathers in braving the 
.rath of the great British Empire was 
aagnifieenf. 
No other period in his- 
ory was so prolific in great men a 
.as the Revolutionary period in this 
ountry. 
Our free institutions have 
ome to us not by royal grant hut 
brough heavy sacrifices and valorous 
(•Movement. 
Our debt to the men to 
horn we owe these institutions should 
lever he forgotten and should he lni- 
iressed upon all Americans in their 
mpressionable years. 
"The story is full of dramatic inc i­ 
dents and the most should he made of 
them by the writer of a history. 
The 
history should give a realistic account 
of Paul Revere’s ride, tile Battle of 
Bunker Hill, of Washington’s crossing 
the Delaware, the George Rogers Clark 
expedition, the Mollie Pitcher incident, 
the execution of Nathan Hale, the trag ­ 
edy of Valley Forge and the partisan 
warfare in 
the Carolinas. 
Many of 
the histories tell the story in a color­ 
less fashion and in such manner as to 
deprive it of all its value for patriotic 
purposes. 
Some cif the histories are 
inaccurate in their statement of facts 
and utterly inadequate in their charac­ 
terization of the founders of the Repub­ 
lic. 
Space is often devoted to unim­ 
portant matters while the stirring and 
moving incidents ot tile* Revolutionary 
war are slurred over with scanty a t ­ 
tention. 
” 1 have no feeling of animosity to­ 
ward Great Britain. 
On the contrary, 
I ain mindful of the yeoman service 
whic h she rendered for the preserva­ 
tion in the World War and I believe 
that her services in this respect entitle 
her to the gratitude of Americans. 
I 
am. nevertheless, opposed to the emas­ 
culation of our Revolutionary history 
with a view to cultivating friendly re­ 
lations with Great Britain. 
Our fore­ 
fathers were right and George the 
Third was wrong. 
This fact should 
never he lost sight of. 
"Our patriotic Society is greatly in­ 
terested in the censorship of school 
histories, which is now taking place 
in New York City. 
I sincerely hope 
that it may result in great good and 
that there may lie a reform started 
which will become nation-wide in its 
scope.”

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OIH FOREIGN TRA OK. 


A statement recently issued by the 
Republican National Committee, with 
tables showing the relative standing 
of foreign countries 
in 
their 
com­ 
merce with the United States, compar­ 
ing 1921 with 1913-14, proves conclu­ 
sively the falsity of the assertion of 
Chairman Hull, of the Democratic Na­ 
tional Committee, that there has been 
a slump in export trade. 
The alleged 
slump is apparent only in dollars, be­ 
cause of the fall of prices, but it. is 
practically non-existent when quanti­ 
ties are considered. 
The balance of trade in our favor 
in 1913-14 was $471,000,000, although 
during the last three months of that, 
year the balance ran against us due 
to the Democratic near-free-trade law. 
That was stopped by war orders which, 
came pouring in from Europe. 
In 
1921 our favorable balance was $1,- 
976,000,000. 
These are figures taken 
from official statistics. 
The Department of Commerce as­ 
serts that “although the 1921 balance 
was a billion dollars less than in 
1920, this balance was greater in pro­ 
portion to imports than in 1920, and 
very much greater than in 1913-14.” In 
the pre-war year imports were 80 per 
cent of the value of exports, in 1920, 
64 per cent, and in 1921, only 56 per 
cent. 
In short, during 1921 the excess 
of exports over imports remained far 
above that of pre-war years. 
It will 
be noted that our favorable balance for 
1921 exceeded by about $82,000,000 our 
total imports for 1913-14. 
These facts lend weight to Republi­ 
can insistance on the restoration of 
the 
protective 
policy, 
particularly 
when our trade with the Orient is con­ 
sidered. 
We 
imported 
$287,000,000 
worth of goods from the East in 1913- 
14, and $566,000,000 
worth 
in 
1921. 
Asia possesses the cheapest labor in 
the world, although the wages paid in 
Germany and Austria at t Ii is time are 
but little superior 
to 
the 
OrientaJ 
wages, and Germany with lier groat 
system 
of 
horizontal 
and 
vertical 
trusts is cutting the cost of produc­ 
tion to an absolute minimum. 
The chairman of the Democratic Na­ 
tional Committee will 
not 
progress 
very far in his argument with respect 
to declining foreign trade, 
a 
fact 
which appears already to have made 
un impression on him, as a result of 
Which his elocution now deals much 
more with personal abuse than with 
policies. 


REPUBLICANS NOT RESPONSIBLE. 


The recent awful disaster to a big 
airship calls attention to the fact that 
this airship, the Roma, like the ill­ 
fated ZR-2, was an inheritance from 
the Democratic administration of the 
War and Navy departments. The pur­ 
chase of both was contracted for be­ 
fore the Republicans took control of 
the Government. 
It is probable that the future devel­ 
opment of aircraft under Republican 
authority will be conlined to American- 
built machines and balloons. 
It is 
folly to go abroad for ideas in con­ 
struction. 
Both the Army and Navy 
number among their officers experts 
as proficient as any foreigners in the 
design and building of heavier and 
lighter than air craft. 
Get future pro­ 
duction proceed along American lines 
and according to the 
ingenuity

American ideas.

Sec’y Hughes Gaining 
High Rank Among 
World’s Diplomats

Washington, March I. 
In the front 
rank of America’s greatest Secretaries 
of State! 
That is the way 
Washington 
is 
thinking of Charles Evans Hughes, 
chief of the international relations of 
the United States, whose first year bi 
this important office is closing with an 
unprecedented list of achievements. 
Perhaps it is too early yet to pro­ 
nounce such a judgment on Hughes, 
hut certain it is that he is well on the 
road of wintling the honor of becoming 
America’s greatest Secretary of State. 
For Hughes can look back over the 
year upon so many accomplishments 
In the field of foreign relations of the 
United States, that it is difficult to re­ 
cord them. 
When tho lawyer and judge of great 
reputation and income took office the 
burden of work and responsibility that 
automatically devolved upon him was 
tremendous. 
It was a time when never before in 
the history of the United States bad 
a 
change 
of 
administration 
found 
American policies in international af­ 
fairs in such an uncertain state. 
The action of the senate on the 
Versailles treaty and the 1920 presi­ 
dential elections, with other causes, 
had worked completely to disrupt the 
course of American foreign policy in 
the closing days of the Wilson admin­ 
istration. 
Hughes flung himself at this task. 
His greatest accomplishment may he 
described as follows: 
During the closing days of the Wil­ 
son administration, the United States, 
because of the Wilson defeat, was no 
longer regarded in foreign capitals as 
the moral leader in world affairs 
this 
country was hanging back, not leading 
or following. 
Hughes, it is conceded, 
has returned to America the role of 
moral leadership of the world. 
When Hughes came to the state de­ 
partment, he naturally did not have 
at his command the details and his­ 
torical facts of the many problems 
in international affairs facing this gov­ 
ernment. 
But, he determined that he 
should have this information aud not 
simply rely on tire aid of his assist­ 
ants and the experts iii the depart­ 
ment. 
He immediately ordered to his office 


The Arm* Conference 
Of course, the Conference on Limita­ 
tion of Armament and Far Eastern 
questions, just ended, had been Hughes 
greatest achievement: it will undoubt­ 
edly be the crowning work of his < a- 
reer. 
In the negotiations leading up 
to the conference and in the parley it­ 
self, Hughes is regarded as having 
displayed the high qualities of state­ 
craft. 
Among 
the 
great 
results 
wrought by this conference are the na­ 
val disramament treaty, the four-pow­ 
er treaty dissolving the Anglo-Japan- 
ese alliance and aimed to secure the 
peace of the Pacific, the Shantung set­ 
tlement, the Open Door treaty on Chi­ 
na, and the other covenants. 
When Hughes took office, an incipi­ 
ent war was engaging Costa Rica and 
Panama. 
Fighting was going on. The 
new secretary of 
state 
immediately 
sent notes to both countries in effect 
demanding in the name bf the United 
States government that the hostilities 
cease at once. 
While Panama long held out, even 
appealing to President. Harding direct,, 
the question was finally adjusted as 
Hughes had said it should be. 
The disruption of the Wilson foreign 
policy had resulted in an attitude by 
the allied powers which seemed to be 
aimed at “squeezing out” the United 
States from decisions in a ft er-t lie-war 
questions, even those questions where 
vital American rights and 
interests 
were affected. 
A glaring example of 
this was the allocation and adminis­ 
tration of certain enemy territory. An 
issue of the mandate question was 
made of Yap island, a tiny spec of i 
land in the far Pacific Ocean. 
The 
allies had allocated to Japan the man­ 
date over Yap, in violation of the re­ 
servation on this point made by Presi­ 
dent Wilson in Paris and over the 
protest of the United States. 
Hughes had been in the state de­ 
partment only a few weeks when he 
dispatched to the allied 
capitals a 
lengthy note dealing with the entire 
mandate question.

France did not. carry out her desire to

separate treaty with Germany.

Hughes negotiated wiht the former 
enemy country, but it was practically 
an embodiment in a separate d o c u ­ 
m en t of the provisions of tile Versailles 
treaty which Hughes thought it ne- 
lcessary for this country to subscribe 
I to. 
This treaty of peace with Ger- 
i many is regarded as one of the most 
j unusual documents iii history.
